FIFTIETH  MEETING. 

December  12,  1912. 

A  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was 
held  in  the  office  of  the  General  Education  Board,  No.  17 
Battery  Place,  New  York  City,  Thursday,  December  12,  1912, 
at  three  o’clock  p.  m.,  with  the  following  members  present: 

Messrs.  Williams,  Houston,  Lawrence,  Orr,  Page,  Rose, 
and  Dillard. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President,  Mr. 
Williams,  took  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  April  24, 
1912,  were  read  and  approved. 

Director  James  H.  Dillard  made  a  verbal  report  of  the 
work  to  be  done  this  year. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  presented,  and,  upon 
motion,  duly  seconded,  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee.  The  report  shows  the  following  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1911-1912:

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  Mr.  W.  W.  Finley,  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  was  unanimously  elected  by  ballot  a  member  of 
this  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Low.

FIFTY-FIRST  MEETING. 

April  23,  1913. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  John  F.  Slater 
Fund  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  General  Education  Board, 
No.  17  Battery  Place,  New  York  City,  Wednesday,  April 
23,  1913,  at  three  o’clock  p.  m.,  with  the  following  members 
present : 

Messrs.  Williams,  Dodge,  Finley,  Lawrence,  Rose, 
Stewart,  and  Dillard. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President,  Mr. 
Williams,  took  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  December 
12,  1912,  were  read  and  approved. 

Director  James  H.  Dillard  made  a  report  on  the  work  of 
the  Fund  during  the  present  year.  He  drew  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  Board  is  now  closing  its  thirtieth  year,  and 
presented  a  statement  showing  the  amounts  appropriated  dur¬ 
ing  the  thirty  years  to  various  institutions.  He  also  brought 
forward  again  the  establishment  of  County  Training  Schools, 
and  read  letters  from  State  and  County  Superintendents 
showing  manifest  interest  in  the  plan. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  action  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  in  reference  to  the  sale  of  securities  of  the  Board, 
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and  the  reinvestment  of  the  proceeds  in  certain  bonds,  was 
ratified  and  confirmed;  and  the  resolution  of  the  Committee 
of  February  19,  1913,  relative  to  the  bonds  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  City  of  New  York,  was  adopted  by  the 
Board.

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  report  was  received  and 
the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  approved. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Director  was  authorized  to 
use  interchangeably  the  appropriations  for  next  year  for 
County  Training  Schools,  Summer  Schools,  and  Extension 
Work. 
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It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Dodge,  seconded  by  Mr.  Rose,  and 
unanimously  adopted  that,  in  view  of  new  fields  and  new  lines 
of  work  in  which  timely  support  is  needed,  it  is  the  sense  of 
this  Board  that  the  larger  appropriations  to  schools,  made  by 
the  Trustees,  be  gradually  reduced;  and  that  the  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  notify  the  several  institutions  that  the  appropria¬ 
tions  made  by  this  Board  do  not,  unless  it  be  expressly  stated 
to  the  contrary,  imply  any  obligation  or  promise  of  con¬ 
tinuance. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to 
cast  the  vote  of  the  Board  for  the  reelection  of  the  present 
officers  to  serve  during  the  ensuing  year.  The  Secretary  re¬ 
ported  that  the  following  officers  were  elected:  William  A. 
Slater,  President;  Richard  H.  Williams,  Vice-President; 
James  H.  Dillard,  Secretary  and  Director;  and  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Trust  Company,  of  the  City  of  New  York,  Treasurer. 

The  Vice-President  appointed  the  following  Standing 
Committees  to  serve  during  the  ensuing  year : 

Finance  Committee:  Richard  H.  Williams,  Chairman;

REPORTS  FROM  SCHOOLS 


TO  THE 

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JOHN  F.  SLATER  FUND. 

1912-1913. 


The  statistics  here  given  are  for  the  scholastic  year  ending 
June  30,  1913.  Many  of  these  schools  publish  annual  Cata¬ 
logues  and  Reports  that  give  a  detailed  account  of  their  work. 
Where  fuller  information  is  desired  it  may  be  found  in  the 
publications  of  the  schools. 

ALABAMA. 

Calhoun  Colored  School. 

Calhoun,  Lowndes  County,  Alabama. 

Miss  Charlotte  R.  Thorn,  Principal. 

Property  of  school  vested  in  Board  of  Trustees.  Value 
of  land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  $82,701.  Received  from 
other  societies  and  associations,  $110.65.  Of  the  32  in¬ 
structors,  20  have  taught  in  this  school  two  or  more  years 
previous  to  the  present  year.  There  are  73  boarding  students 
attending  the  institution,  all  of  whom  reside  in  the  dormitories. 
The  following  trades  are  taught :  Laundering,  cobbling, 
mattress-making,  chair-caning,  basketry.  The  appropriation 
of  $1,500  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  five  industrial  teachers. 

Extract  from  report  of  Principal: 

“The  year  just  closed  represents  months  of  unusual  interest  and 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  community  people,  and  of  increased  school 
activities  along  industrial  training  at  the  school. 

“The  boys  and  girls  have  been  allowed  in  their  shop  and  industrial 
training  to  make  as  far  as  possible  what  is  especially  needed  in  their 
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homes.  Mattresses  were  made  for  home  beds.  The  boys  did  the  cobbling 
for  their  families,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  chairs,  tables,  desks,  and 
other  pieces  of  furniture  were  taken  home. 

“For  the  mothers,  fathers,  and  other  family  bread-winners,  night 
classes  were  held  in  shops  and  workrooms,  and  in  the  same  way  work 
for  family  and  home  was  done. 

“Plantation  and  farm  meetings  have  been  asked  for  by  the  people 
and  have  been  well  attended  out  under  the  trees,  sometimes  in  one  neigh¬ 
borhood  and  then  in  a  different  location,  so  that  hundreds  have  been 
reached.” 

Alabama  State  Normal  School. 

Montgomery,  Montgomery  County,  Alabama. 

William  Burns  Paterson,  President. 

Property  is  vested  in  State  of  Alabama.  Value  of  land, 
buildings,  and  equipment  is  $65,000.  There  are  407  boarding 
students  attending  the  institution.  There  is  a  two  years’ 
course  in  pedagogy  and  school  management.  The  appro¬ 
priation  of  $1,500  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used  in 
the  industrial  department. 

Extract  from  report  of  President: 

“The  greatest  advance  during  the  session  was  in  the  department  of 
cooking  and  Domestic  Science,  and  in  the  training  of  teachers. 

“The  number  of  graduates  this  year  was  thirty,  with  prospects  of 
an  increased  number  in  1914. 

“The  number  of  boarders  is  also  increasing.  Three  years  ago  we 
inaugurated  a  system  of  work  for  the  young  men  in  white  families. 
Nearly  two  hundred,  or  almost  all  of  the  foreign  students,  worked 
morning  and  evening  and  Saturdays  in  a  family,  for  which  they  got 
board  and  lodging  and  one  or  two  dollars  per  week.  They  are  in  great 
demand,  as  the  boys  from  the  country  are  more  reliable  and  work  better 
than  the  town  boys.” 

Harris  Barrett  School. 

Purves,  Macon  County,  Alabama. 

Mrs.  C.  W.  Greene,  Principal. 

The  property  is  vested  in  the  Southern  Improvement  Com¬ 
pany.  Value  of  land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  $2,060. 
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There  are  two  instructors  and  both  have  taught  in  the  school 
two  or  more  years  previous  to  the  present  session.  The 
appropriation  of  $150  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used 
to  pay  in  part  the  salaries  of  the  two  teachers. 

Extract  from  report  of  Principal : 

“The  Harris  Barrett  School  is  trying  as  far  as  possible  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  community.  The  classroom  work  is  in  line  with  the  county 
idea  and  the  text-books  adopted  by  the  State  are  used.  We  have  a 
Farmers’  Meeting,  a  Mothers’  Meeting,  and  a  Ministers’  Meeting,  thus 
hoping  to  reach  all  in  the  community  through  some  one  of  these  chan¬ 
nels.” 

The  Snow  Hill  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute. 

Snow  Hill,  Wilcox  County,  Alabama. 

William  J.  Edwards,  Principal. 

Property  is  vested  in  Board  of  Trustees.  Value  of  land, 
buildings,  and  equipment,  $54,970.  Debt,  $4,380.  Of  the 
35  instructors,  33  have  taught  in  the  school  two  or  more  years 
previous  to  the  present  year.  There  are  244  boarding  students 
attending  the  institution,  all  of  whom  reside  in  the  dormitories. 
The  following  trades  are  taught:  Carpentry,  printing,  black- 
smithing,  wheelwrighting,  and  tailoring.  For  the  training  of 
teachers  a  theoretical  course  is  offered,  in  connection  with 
work  in  the  practice  school.  The  appropriation  of  $300  from 
the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used  to  pay  the  salaries  in  part 
of  the  instructors  in  industrial  branches. 

Talladega  College. 

Talladega,  Talladega  County,  Alabama. 

John  M.  P.  Metcalf,  President. 

Connected  with  the  American  Missionary  Association. 
Property  vested  partly  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  partly  in 
the  American  Missionary  Association.  Value  of  land,  build¬ 
ings,  and  equipment  is  $289,090.  Received  from  other 
societies  and  associations,  $15,150,  as  follows:  from  the 
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American  Missionary  Association,  $13,650;  from  Hand  Fund, 
$1,500.  Of  the  45  instructors,  29  have  taught  in  this  school 
two  or  more  years  previous  to  the  present  year.  Of  the  768 
students,  348  are  male,  420  are  female.  There  are  246  board¬ 
ing  students  attending  the  institution,  all  of  whom  reside  in 
the  dormitory.  The  degrees  of  A.  B.  and  B.  D.  are  conferred. 
A  full  year  of  professional  work,  with  practice  teaching,  is 
offered,  with  special  instruction  adapted  to  train  teachers  in 
music  and  the  simple  industries  in  addition  to  training  in 
literary  subjects.  The  appropriation  of  $1,000  from  the 
John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used  for  salaries  of  instructors  in 
teachers’  training  and  domestic  science  departments. 

Extract  from  report  of  President: 

“During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  scholar¬ 
ship  in  the  upper  departments,  and  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in 
the  preparatory  classes.  In  the  Slater  Shop  there  has  been  an  unusual 
amount  of  practical  work  done.  The  farm’s  experiment  in  alfalfa-rais¬ 
ing  has  proven  a  success.” 

Tuskegee  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute. 

Tuskegee,  Macon  County,  Alabama. 

Booker  T.  Washington,  Principal. 

Property  is  vested  in  Board  of  Trustees.  Received  from 
other  societies  and  associations,  $10,000.  Value  of  land, 
buildings,  and  equipment  is  placed  at  $1,371,527.  The 
indebtedness  of  the  institution  amounts  to  $115,000.  Of  the 
190  instructors,  125  have  taught  in  this  school  two  or  more 
years  previous  to  the  present  year.  Of  the  1,618  students, 
977  are  male,  641  are  female.  There  are  1,515  boarding 
students  attending  the  institution,  all  of  whom  reside  in  the 
dormitories.  The  following  trades  are  taught :  General 
agriculture,  dairying,  blacksmithing,  founding,  shoemaking, 
tailoring,  wheelwrighting,  printing,  steam  engineering, 
harness-making,  carpentry,  brick  masonry,  brick-making, 
electrical  engineering,  architectural  and  mechanical  drawing, 
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plumbing,  nurse  training,  dressmaking,  millinery,  laundering, 
cooking,  basketry,  and  mattress-making.  For  the  pro¬ 
fessional  training  of  teachers  a  two-year  course  in  practice 
teaching  and  professional  work  is  offered.  The  appropriation 
of  $9,000  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used  to  pay 
the  salaries,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  industrial  teachers. 

ARKANSAS. 

Hope  Colored  Public  School. 

Hope,  Hempstead  County,  Arkansas. 

M.  A.  Matlock,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Property  vested  in  School  Board  of  Hope  School  District. 
Value  of  land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  $6,250.  The  5 
instructors  have  taught  in  this  school  for  two  or  more  years 
previous  to  the  present  year.  The  appropriation  of  $500 
from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used  to  pay  the  salary  of 
domestic  science  teacher  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
domestic  science  department. 

Extract  from  report  of  Superintendent: 

“There  has  been  unusual  interest  in  the  Domestic  Science  Course 
in  the  school.  It  is  meeting  the  needs  of  the  local  colored  people,  and, 
incidentally,  touching  the  colored  people  of  the  country,  through  the 
teachers  who  attend  the  local  school. 

“At  the  Summer  Normal  we  were  able  to  reach  about  180  colored 
teachers  of  this  and  adjoining  counties.  The  Normal  was  maintained 
at  the  expense  of  the  local  teachers  and  the  School  Board  again  this 
year.  A  small  appropriation  was  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

“A  shop  is  in  process  of  construction  on  the  grounds  of  the  colored 
school.” 

Arkansas  Baptist  College. 

Little  Rock,  Pulaski  County,  Arkansas. 

Joseph  A.  Booker,  President. 

Connected  with  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society.  Property  is  vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Re- 
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ceived  from  other  societies  and  associations,  $9,107.03,  as 
follows:  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  $1,100;

“The  institution  is  making  a  special  effort  through  its  industrial 
classes  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people  by  whom  it  is  surrounded  by 
training  them  for  efficiency  in  the  occupations  open  to  them. 

“A  department  of  domestic  science  in  the  Elementary  School,  under 
an  efficient  teacher  of  that  subject,  was  the  addition  made  to  the  school’s 
activities  during  the  year. 

“A  Summer  School  for  Teachers  of  four  weeks’  duration  has  been 
conducted,  holding  its  sixth  session  during  the  summer  of  1913.  This 
was  attended  by  ninety-six  teachers,  taught  by  six  instructors.  Its  chief 
efforts  are  directed  towards  instructing  teachers  on  subjects  upon  which 
they  will  be  examined  for  new  certificates  or  to  renew  old  ones.”

The  amount  of  indebted¬ 
ness  is  given  as  $23,995.  Of  the  135  instructors,  86  have 
taught  in  this  school  for  two  or  more  years  previous  to  the 
present  year.

The  total  attendance  was 
1,637.  There  are  839  boarding  students  attending  the  insti¬ 
tution,  all  of  whom  reside  in  the  dormitories.

Harrisonburg,  Rockingham  County,  Virginia. 

W.  H.  Keister,  Supervising  Principal  of  Public  Schools. 

Property  vested  in  School  Trustees  of  Harrisonburg. 
Value  of  land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  $11,800.  Of  the 
6  instructors,  3  have  taught  in  this  school  for  two  or  more 
years  previous  to  the  present  year.  The  appropriation  of  $250 
from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used  to  pay  the  salary  of 
the  industrial  teacher. 

Extract  from  report  of  Supervising  Principal : 

“The  teacher  spends  three  days  in  the  week  in  the  Harrisonburg 
Colored  School  teaching  cooking,  sewing,  shuck  matting,  caning  chair 
bottoms,  etc.  She  has,  in  addition,  a  class  of  colored  girls  and  women 
who  come  in  on  certain  afternoons  from  their  homes  and  where  they 
are  employed  to  be  taught  as  are  the  girls  and  boys  in  the  school.  This 
latter  is  a  great  work  here.  In  addition  to  this,  the  teacher  spends  two 
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days  of  each  week  in  going  to  certain  schools  in  the  county,  where  she 
teaches  the  children  as  she  does  here.  Much  splendid  work  has  been 
done  for  the  rural  schools  in  this  way.  Some  of  these  rural  schools  are 
putting  in  equipment  in  a  small  way  and  are  teaching  the  children  to 
cook  and  sew  and  do  many  other  things.  There  is  marked  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  children,  the  school  building,  the  grounds  and  the  general 
tone  of  the  school  after  the  industrial  teacher  has  been  there. 

“The  Slater  Fund  has  made  all  this  possible,  and  I  do  not  know  of 
anything  that  could  be  done  that  would  put  the  funds  to  better  advan¬ 
tage  or  where  more  good  could  be  done  for  any  community.  The  col¬ 
ored  school,  the  patrons,  as  well  as  the  white  people,  are  ready  to  aid 
in  every  way  possible.” 


St.  Paul  Normal  and  Industrial  School. 

Lawrenceville,  Brunswick  County,  Virginia.

Connected  with  the  American  Church  Institute  (Protestant 
Episcopal).  Property  vested  in  Board  of  Trustees.  Value  of 
land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  $161,807.  Debt,  $4,182. 
Received  from  other  societies  and  associations,  $23,172.50, 
as  follows:  American  Church  Institute  for  Negroes,  $5,000; 
Board  of  Missions,  $18,172.50  Of  the  26  instructors,  12 
have  taught  in  this  school  for  two  or  more  years  previous  to 
the  present  year.  There  are  245  boarding  students  attending 
the  institution,  all  of  whom  reside  in  the  dormitories.  The 
following  trades  are  taught :  Sewing,  millinery,  blacksmith- 
ing,  carpentry,  engineering,  harness-making,  brick  masonry, 
painting,  printing,  tailoring,  wheelwrighting,  and  cabinet 
making.  For  the  professional  training  of  teachers,  special 
work  is  offered  for  all  who  complete  the  normal  course.  The 
appropriation  of  $450  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was  used 
in  part  payment  of  teachers'  salaries.

Of  the  11  instructors,  9 
have  taught  in  this  school  for  two  or  more  years  previous  to 
the  present  year.  The  following  trades  are  taught :  Carpentry, 
wheelwrighting,  blacksmithing,  dressmaking,  cooking,  and 
shoemaking.  For  the  professional  training  of  teachers  a 
normal  course  will  be  added  for  session  of  1913-1914.  The 
appropriation  of  $600  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was 
used  for  the  payment  of  teachers’  salaries.

Of  the  10  instructors,  4  have  been  employed  in  this 
work  two  or  more  years  previous  to  the  present  year.  The 
appropriation  of  $3,500  from  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  was 
used  to  pay  salaries  of  teachers  in  Norfolk  and  Southampton 
counties,  Virginia;  in  Chowan,  Gates,  Perquimans,  and  Pas¬ 
quotank  counties,  North  Carolina,  and  for  salary  of  super¬ 
intendent. 

Extract  from  report  of  Superintendent : 

“The  work  has  been  carried  on  this  year  in  eleven  schools  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  North  Carolina.  In  Virginia,  every  school  in  Norfolk  County 
has  had  lessons  under  special  teachers.  Every  school  but  one  in  Princess 
Anne  County  and  six  in  Southampton  County  had  lessons  in  industrial 
work  given  by  the  grade  teachers.  We  worked  in  four  counties  in  North 
Carolina  instead  of  in  one  as  last  year.  Everywhere  this  work  is  eagerly 
welcomed  by  teachers  as  well  as  children. 

“Visits  were  made  to  the  city  schools,  where  the  local  boards  are 
carrying  on  most  successfully  the  work  started  by  the  Southern  Indus¬ 
trial  Classes  seventeen  years  ago.” 
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The  following  tables  present  a  summary  of  certain  items 
taken  from  the  Reports  of  Schools  for  year  ending  June  30, 
1913. 

It  will  be  observed  that  Group  I  is  composed  of  public 
schools.  Hampton  and  Tuskegee  Institutes  manifestly  de¬ 
mand  special  classification.  Group  III  is  composed  of  private 
institutions,  several  of  which  receive  contributions  from  the 
public  funds.  Group  IV  is  composed  of  institutions  which 
have  the  name  of  College,  University,  or  Seminary. 

Under  the  item  of  Expenses  is  not  included  any  amount 
added  to  endowment  or  spent  in  permanent  improvement. 

Under  the  classification  of  pupils  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  arrive  at  some  knowledge  of  the  grade  of  advance¬ 
ment.  The  figures  here  given  are  taken  directly  from  special 
reports  made  by  the  heads  of  the  schools.

BY-LAWS 


1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President  and  a  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  chosen  from  the  members,  and  a  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Direc¬ 
tor,  who  may  or  may  not  be  members  of  the  Board.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  and  shall  hold  office, 
unless  removed,  until  their  successors  have  been  chosen,  and  vacancies, 
when  they  occur,  shall  be  filled  by  ballot. 

2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  April,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by 
the  Board  or  the  President.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  or  the  Executive  Committee  at  such  times  and  places  as  in 
their  judgment  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  be  called  on  the  written 
requisition  of  three  members. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

4.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board;  shall 
appoint  all  standing  or  special  committees ;  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  are  incumbent  upon  him. 

5.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  or  disability  of  the 
President,  have  the  same  powers  and  perform  the  same  functions  as 
those  devolving  upon  the  President.  In  the  absence  of  both  of  these 
officers,  the  members  assembled,  at  any  meeting,  may  select  a  Chairman 
pro  tempore. 

6.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  shall  publish  its  proceedings  annually  for  general  distribution. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  money  and  assets  of 
the  Corporation ;  shall  collect  all  funds,  revenues,  etc.,  due  the  same ; 
shall  deposit,  as  soon  as  received,  all  money,  checks,  funds,  etc.,  in  the 
name  of  the  Corporation,  in  a  bank  or  banks  designated  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  except  that  if  the  Treasurer  be  a  trust  company  it  shall 
itself  care  for  such  funds ;  shall  pay  warrants  only  when  countersigned 
by  the  Director;  shall  retain  vouchers  for  all  disbursements;  shall  keep 
a  detailed  account  of  all  the  receipts,  revenues,  and  expenditures  of  the 
Corporation,  and  furnish  annually,  or  whenever  required,  a  statement 
of  the  same ;  shall  hold  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers,  etc.,  at  all  times 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  members  of  the  Board;  and  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board. 
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8.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  at  each  annual  meet¬ 
ing  the  following  Committees: 

(a)  A  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  three  members, 

(b)  An  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  five  members, 

(c)  An  Educational  Committee  consisting  of  five  members. 

The  President  of  the  Board  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  Com¬ 
mittees. 

9.  The  Finance  Committee,  in  connection  with  the  Treasurer,  shall 
have  charge  of  the  moneys  and  securities  belonging  to  the  Fund,  with 
authority  to  invest  or  reinvest  the  moneys  and  dispose  of  the  securities 
at  their  discretion,  subject,  however,  at  all  times,  to  the  instructions  of 
the  Board.  All  securities  belonging  to  the  Trust  shall  stand  in  the  name 
of  “THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JOHN  F.  SLATER  FUND,”  and  be 
transferred  only  by  the  Treasurer  when  authorized  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Finance  Committee. 

10.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the 
Board  between  the  meetings  of  the  Trustees,  except  that  no  real  estate 
shall  be  sold  and  no  change  of  general  policy  shall  be  initiated  by  it. 
Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  be  ex  officio  Secretary  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

11.  The  Educational  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
studying  the  education  of  the  negro  race  in  the  South;  of  recommending 
methods  of  assistance;  and  of  reporting  to  the  Board  at  the  annual 
meeting  with  regard  to  the  special  educational  work  of  the  Fund,  and 
also  in  regard  to  any  other  educational  matters  to  which  their  attention 
may  be  directed. 

12.  The  Director  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out 
the  designs  of  the  Trust  under  the  instructions  which  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  given  by  the  Board  or  the  Executive  Committee. 

13.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Finance 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy  temporarily. 

14.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  ballot,  and  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election. 

15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting,  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board,  provided  notice  of  the  amendment  has  been  given  five  days  in 
advance  of  said  meeting.
